TIS Work is divided into Three Tomes, and each 

7 Tome into Three Book. In the fidt Book, M. Les: gives 

a very particular Defcription of the Humour of the 

Spaniards in General, their Maxims, Faults and good 

Qualities, of their Religion, the moft- confiderable of their Cities, 
Court, Councils, Grandees, Offices and. Revenues.. The Author 
ficither flatters the Spaniards nor their Country ; nor doe$ he feem 
to be very fond of his Hero, but tells us his bad as well as his good 
Qualities, with great Freedom ; alledging, That if he {peak nothing 
but Truth, he is,got to be. blamed; That an Hiftotian ought to 
vouch for the Truth of what he aflerts of himfelf,,but as for the 
‘reft, his Bufinefs is not to a fine Pictures, it's enoughif he abe 
c:2 them 
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them like. Amongft other things in his firft Book, he enquires, 
Whence it comes to pafS that the Spaniards are not fo good Soldiers 
now, as they were formerly; and anfwers it by this Maxim, Sz 
Caput dolet cateramembra Languent : 1. e. If the Head be fick, the 
re{t of the Members will Languifh ; which is eafie enough to be 
underftood withouta Commentary. He obferves likewife, That a 
Spaniard is not fit for a fingle Combat ; and that its rare to find a 
Spaniard challenge one of another Country to Duel; and uponthis 
tells us of a Saying of the famous Spinola, That a Spaniard alone, 
tho’ a good Soldier in Company, is fitfor nothing but to ftand Cen- 
tinel. | 

That Nation hath been fora long time accufed of enlarging 
much upon their own Praife, which our Author fays is fo ufual 
among them on all occafions that a certain Monk told him the 
coe could not forbear boafting even while confefling them- 
felves. 

It’s well enough known, fays he, that every thing is done at the 
Court of Spain by Weight and Meafure; and that the King him- 
felf has his frxed Hours of rifing and going to Bed. He tells us 
the fet Hour for the King’s Rifing is Seven in the Morning, and that 
one Day the Clock pg {truck Seven, and the Door-Keeper going 
in thereupon to awake Philip 1V. who was ftill very fleepy, that 
Prince faid to him when he awaked him, I pray you, grant me one 
Hour more to Day, and you fhall abate it me to Morrow. The Door- 
keeper was fo complaifant as to grant this Favour to the King but 
did not fail to raife him an Hour fooner next Morning. He tells 
us likewife that Phid:p IL. was fo weary of all thofe Formalies and 
 Reftraints, that he envied the Happinefs of a Gentlemen of 10000 
Livres Revenue, becaufe, fayed he, he may live as he pleafes, which 
a Prince hasnot the Priviledgé to do.

re pe lrg the fab ; = Wi whom entertained a 

ompany at his own Charge, under Godfrey of Bouillon, in the’ 
Holy War,another ofthem called Don Roderic Gomeiles de Gifneron 
King A/phonfus V1. who was his Father-in-Law, honoured with the 
Glorious Title of the Hero of Spaim, on the following occafion. 

This Prince being taken by a bartyof Moors, Don Roderick at the 
Head of 50 Men, attack’d thofé Infidels, and reftued him. To 
eternize the Memory . of this Heroick A&tion, the K. cut off the 
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skirt of his Royal Robe, which they call Giron in Spanifh, and 
refented him with it; whence the-Family changed their Name 
from Gi/neros into Giron. This Don Rodericdied in 1141. leaving 
behind him two Sons and two Daughters: From his Sons are de- 
{cended many of the Spanifh Grandees, who for three Ages have 
been poflefled of the chief oe in the Kingdom. From 
Don Roderic M. Leti comes to Don Peter, who died in 1466. He 
was pofleffed of many confiderable Lordfhips, and was honoured 
with the Title of Rsch-Man, which was the only Title then given 
by the Kings of Spaim, and continued till A/phonfus V. called the 
African, abolifhed it ; and then the Titles of Marguis, Vifcount and 
Baron fucceeded about 1469. three Years after the Death of Don 
Peter. His Defcendants join’d to their other Titles’ that of Count 
d’Urena, which they carried till the time of Don Peter the Fifth 
Count, who acquired the Title of Duke of Offuna. He had diverfe 
reat Imployments at the Court of Phi/ip II. and was, in fine, made 
iceroy and Captain General of the Kingdomof Naples. In 1560. 
he Married Donna Eleonora de Gufman, Daughter to the Duke de 
Medina Cidonia, at which time Phi/ip Il: gave him the Patent to be 
Duke. It wasin 1§81. he made him Viceroy of Naples, when the. 
King’s principal Charge to him was, To neglest nothing for Efta- 
blifhing the eee in that Kingdom ; -but he found the Neapo- 
litans fo univerfally prejudic’d againft it,that he faw it would be the 
LofS of all to attempt it. 

That People are naturally addifted to Revolt ; fo that if the 
Viceroys be obeyed there, it is afcribed to their Dexterity in Mana- 
ging fuch di Spirits. The Duke. d’Offuna procured their hatred 
by punifhing, too feverely, the Principal Authors of a Sedition, 
becaufe of his fending a great Quantity of Corn into eet where 
"twas wanting, which heightned the Price of Bread at Naples. In 
the mean time, the Duke had not been fofevere, but for the Solli- 
citation of Pope Sixtzs V. who not being fatisfied to Reign at Rome 
himfelf in a Cruel and Tyrannical manner, did alfo prompt the 
Neighbouring Princes to imitate hisCondu€t. But the Neapolitans 
looking only at the immediat Caufe of their Calamities, held their 
Viceroy in Deftru&tion, and gave him the Odious Name of Tyrant ; 
and therefore the King of Spain, mot willing to incenfé them fur- 
ther, recall’d him betpre the Six Years of his Viceroyfhip were 


In the Third Book M. Leti begins his Hiftory of the Duke 


d’Offuna, whofe Life he undertakes to write. His Name and Titles 
were 


—- 
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were Don Peter Giron, Third Duke of Offuna, Second Margurs of 
Pennafel, Seventh Count of Urenna, Knight of the Golden Heece, 
Coun fell , of State to Hts Catholick Mayjefty, Viceroy of Sicily and 
afterwards of Naples. His Father was Don Fobn Telles Giron ; 
and his Mother Donna Anna Maria de Velafco, Daughter to Doz 
Inigo Fernandes de Velafco, Great Conftable of Caffi/e, Fourth Duke 
of Frias, and the Sixth Count de Haro. Don Peter in his Infancy 
was much addiéted to Silerite and Melancholly, which obliged his 
Parents to chufe him a Governefs of a witty, lively and gay Tem- 
per, in order to cure him of his fullen Difpofition. Then they 
chofe him a Tutor, much of the fame Humor, who tau ghthim 
Latin without Rules, only by Reading Era/mus’s Colloguies, and fo 
chang’d the Temper of this young Lord, that during the reft of his 
Lite, he feemed more inclinable to Joy and Pleafure, than to Melan- 
cholly ; fo that his witty Sayings were much talk’d of ;. and he 
was cenfured as having more of a Buftoon in him than became his 
Quality.. He was fent to fiudy at Sa/amanca in 1§87. returned to 
Jiadrid, about the end of the following Year, and then began to 
learn his Exercifes. 

After the Death of Henry IlL.of Erance, he accompanied the 
Duke of kerza thither, who was fémt by the King of Spain to ma- 
nage his Intereft at that Court, & to prevent £Hezxry 4th’s coming to 
the Crown. Heimprov'd this Opportunity to acquaint himfelf with. 
Publick Affairs, and to underftand the particular Interefts of So. 
veteignsin thofe different Negotiations. | 

Our Duke continued only Six Months in Krauce, during which 
time he confefled, that he learn’d more of Politicks, of the Way of 
Living, andof the Exercife of Arms, than he did during all the ref 
of his Life. He mightily commended Pope Sixtus the Fifth’s Way 
of Government ; but made no great Account of Queen Edzabeth’s. 
After his return from France, che went to ‘travel into Portugal, 
which gives our Author occafion to make, a .Digreffion upon that 
Kingdom, wherein we fhall not follow him. ; 

Philip ll. being dead, and Pbiip Ill. fucceeding, our Duke con- 
ceived great Hopes of Advancing himfelf at Court, becaufe of ‘his 
interef{t among the Favourites; and his Father dying alfo much 
about that time, he thought he,gould not mifS his Aim, becaufe of 
tus Honour and Fftate ; but tho’ he had diverfe.good. Qualities yet 
he was reprefented as fo much of a Buffoon, and pleafin himielf 
with mean Ralleries, more proper for an Impudent Lackey, _

for Wpareh , 1699- F99 
he was a jraageek Yet it is own’d, that his pleafant Way of 
eying and Doing thofe things might very well have deférved a 
ardon. ; 
Finding he eould not advance himfelf at Court, he went to the 
Netherlands,with the Conftable of Ca/tile, who was fent thither to 
affift the Archduke with his Advice. The Conftable in his way, 
vifited the Court of France, where he receiv’d great Honours ftom 
Henry 1V. The Duke @’Offa accompanied him to the Audience,and 
perceiving that the King ordered the Conftable to be cover’d, he 
put on his Hat likewife, as a Grandee of Spaim, tho’ all the Princes 
of the Blood, who were prefént, continued uncovered. The faid 
Princes were much furprized at the Duke’s BoldnefS, which. they 
look’d upon as a fort of Affront, yet teftified no Refentment of it 
for the prefent, out of Refpeét to the King, but next Morning 
they reprefented the Prejudice done to their Rank by the Duke’s 
Procedure. Hemry IV. to fatisfie them, order’d the Ceremonial to 
be examined, wherein *twas found, that the Princes of the Blood 
cover'd themfelves, when the King order’d Ambafladors to be cover’d, 
and that the Cuftom had only been difcontinued fince the time of 
Francis |. whereupon Henry IV. order’d that Ancient Cuftom to be 
Revived. Thus the Duke d°Offzna, by his Boldnefs, did this 
Good Office to the Princes of the Blood, without thinking on 
it. | 
When the Duke arrived in the Nether/ands, he entertain’d fome 
Troops at his own Charge during the War, was prefent at many 
remarkable Aé€tions, and gain’d a great deal of Glory. It was 
much however againft his Will, that he ferv’'d under the Admiral of 
Arragon, who was no good General, buta mighty Bigot, altogether 
{wallowed up in his Devotion, and therefore commonly called, The 
Grand Captain of the Rofary: He covered his whole Body with Re- 
licks of Saints, and always carried a Piece of the True Wood of 
the Crofsinthe Pommel of his Sword. One Day when the Duke 
was preparing to force the Enemies Trenches, the Admiral offer’d 
him the faid Sword ; but the Duke, who didnot love fo much De- 
votion in aGeneral, and would rather lofe his Friend than his Jeft, 
anfwered, That he lov'd bis own Steel Sword, better than bis Wooden 
One. ' 
The Duke “eens gain’d nothing but Glory and Wounds in the 
Netherlands ; He loft his right. Thumb before Grole_in 1606. and 
much, weakned his Eftate by maintaining Men at his own Charge. 
He made a ftep to Egtand to fee King Fames, who (faysM. Le 
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would needs fpeak Latin with-the Duke, that Prince valuing him- 
felf moft upon his being perfe&t Mafter of that Language. The 
Duke, at his return, being ask’d by the Archduke, What News there 
was at the Court of England, antwer’d, If your Royal Highnefs bad 
ask’d me News from King James's Univerfity, I could beve told you 
ametbing : Intimating thereby, How little he valued a Prinee 
whofe Chief Talent differ’d not much from that of a Good 
Tutor. : ; 

The Duke returned to Spain in 1607. with Letters of Recom- 
mendation from the Archduke and Archdutchefs, and“ Authentick 
Atteftations from the Generals, and all the Officers of the Army. 
A few Days after his arrival the King made him Gentleman of his 
Chamber, and one of the four Counfellors of the Council of Por- 
tugal, The Archduke had honour’d him before with the Order of the 
Golden Fleece whilft he wasin the Netherlands. 

In 1610. a Propofal was made in the Council of Spain}. to chafe 
all the Moors out of their Dominions. The Duke d’Offzna was of 
a contrary Opinion, and in a Difcourfé, which our Author gives at 
full length, fhews the great Prejudice which would happen thence 
to the State, feeing the Country was already fo much difpeopled, 
that inftead of Banifhing Inhabitants, they ought to make ufe of all 
poflible Methods to bring in new Ones. But the pretended Iitereft 
of Religion carried it, and the Moors were forced to leave Spain: 
‘Fhe reafonablenefS of the Dukes Difcourfe wasevident enough, but 
no Body durft fecond him, for fearof the dreadful Tribunal of the: 
Inquifition, which pufh’d on that Affair with vigor. Nay there 
were fome who charg’d the Duke with Herefie, becaufé of this 
Advice ; and the better to confirm their Sufpicion, made ufé of his 
having been 6 Years in the Netherlands, that is to fay, in Provinces 
infetted with Herefie. He was oblig’d thereupon to juftifie him- 
re in a Second Difcourfé, and to prove the Innocence of his 

vice. | | 

In 1611. he was made Viceroy of Sici/y ; a little after that by his 
intereft Philibert. Emanuel, Eldeft Son to Charles Emanuel, of - 
Savoy, had been made General of the Sea. for the Catholitk King, ’ 
hecaufe the Duke perceived he would be ufeful to Re-eftablith the 
Marine Affairs of that Ifland and to prevent. the Inhabitants being: 
plundred a ew Turks; as formerly. Ci et 

The Dukeno fooner-arrived in Sicihy but he ‘publifhed ‘an Edit: 
for the Reformation of alt Abufes, and of all Sentences, which were. 


fafpetted to be etroneous. . By this Method. he clear’d. Sicily of a 


great. 
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reat number of Barditi and other Villains who had bought Abfo. 
lution from the Judges. He condemned moft of them to the Gal 
lies, and furnifhed the King’s Fleet with Galley Slaves, whereof tt 
had great need. To this endhe alfo publifh’d a Declaration, That 
all thofe who had been condemued to die for Contumacy fhould 
have their Pardon, provided they would willingly ferve in the Gal- 
lies a certain time without being chain’d. He likewitz forbad the 
carrying ot hidden Arms underievere Penalties. 

Sometime after,he vifited all the Cities, punifhed thofé that were 
suilty of Crimes, turn’d out, fuch Governours whofe Towns he 
found in a bad Condition, and rewarded thote who he faw Rad 
been careful. There’s at Meffnaa Church called the Churth of 
St. Mary of the Letter, becaufe of a Letter kept therein, which 
they pretend fhe fént from Heaven by St. Lwke her Secretary, to af- 
fure that City of her Proteftion. The Duke going to fee that 
Church, the Archbifhop failed not, according to Cuitom, to prefent 
him that Holy Reliqueto kif$s. The Duke received it devoutly on 
his Knees, but, after he rofe up, could not forbear faying, Our Lady 
eoguld have obliged us more fenfibly, if fhe bad fent us a good Bill of 
Exchange, I fhould have made wfe of it at prefent fo chafe the Turks 
from our Coafts, and to defendus from their frequent Ravages which 
are fo defiructive to the Ifland. Thote words did very much {can- 
dalize the Meffinois , all-whofe Devotion (fays our Authur) confifts 
in ddoring this Holy Letter. At Catanea Ire vifited the Church of 
St. Agate, accompanied by his Dutchefs. The Bifhop there prefen- 
ted him the Teats of that Saint to kifs, which hedid, faying to his 
DutchefS at the fame time, “* By your leave, Madam, I hope you 
“* will not be Jealous. 

During his Abode in Svci/y, he put the Gallies of that Kingdom 
in fo gooda condition, that they took diverfe confiderable Prizes 
from the Turks, and cleared the Seas of thofé Pirates. Our Author 
gives a Defcription of Srcz/y, and an Account, of many fingular Sen- 
rences pafled by the Duke during his Government there. 

In 1615. the Duke d’Offvza was remov’d from Sicz/y, and made 
Viceroy .of Ay nae The very Name of Offzma was odious to the 
Neapolitans, ufe of the Crnelties of the Dukes Grand-Father 
there, as formerly mentioned , fo that they would not havereceiv’d 
him kindly, had he come directly from Spain, but being fo much. 
commended by the Sicilians tor his Adminiftration there during four 

Years, and efpecially for delivering them trom Bandit: and Pirates, 
the Neapolitans received him a Joy, becaufe they were. much in- 
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fefted with both of them, the Turks carrying 500 Slavés Yearly- 
from the Province of Ce/ebria alone.. But the Duke, foon after 
his arrival, deliver’d them from this Inconvenience, and! provided 
their Gallies with Soldiers andSlaves:’ > 

-He took great delight in giving fingtlar Judgments in particular 
Cafes ; of which our Author has many Inftances; one of them as. 
tollows : 

There was a very rich Merchant in Nep/es, call’d: James. Morel,. 
above 70 Years Old, who boafted, Thathe had gain’dall his Eftate 
without ever going out of the City cf Naples; and indeed he had not 
{tired out of it for 48 Years. The Viceroy, being informed of this, . 
fent an Officer to forbid himatany. time to go out of the King- 
dom of Naples, on pain of 10000 Crowns: At fintt-the Merchant. 
laughed at the Prohibitions but a little after, <he did: fo much tor- 
ment himfelf tothink what might be the Viceroy’s Reafons, thathe 
could not fleep, but fell into fuch a Melancholly as endangered his 
Life. To rid himfelf of this Torment, he fént the 10000 Crowns. 
to the Viceroy, took Coach and went into the Dominions of the 
Church, where he ftaid only one Night, and returned to Naples op; 
the 4th Day. -The Viceroy gave 500@Crowns to the Hofpital of the, 
Maimed and Wounded ; and fént thigeother 5000, back to the Mer- 
chant, with a Meffage, That this wa§ enough to, teach. others how.

The Duke, by the King of Spain’s Confent, Eftablifhed the Cu. 
{tom of fending Vifitors every two Years to examine the Conduét 
of Magiftrates and Judges, and to hear the Complaints :of the 
People. This Method Kept them all to their Duty, but after the 
‘Duke’s Time, the Vifitors ferved for nothing but to take Bribesfiom 
the Courts of Juftice, and to give all are and. Magiftrates 
‘Atteftations of their Good Conduft, by..which Means they. elu- 
ded the Complaints of the People, who thereupon call'd them, The 
Vifiters of Purfes.

‘The Judges 
declared, That in fo te a Number of Paltry Writings, they 
fcarcely found one Accufation wellfounded. He, wasaccufed, among 
other things, of having exhaufted the Royal Treafury of Naples.and — 
Sicily, of having fo much imbroiled all the Affairs of , the trealary, 
that no exaé&t Account could be made of them ; they accufed him like- 
wife of Entertaining Cosrefj with the Turks, of having ex- 
poféd the Reputation and Intereft of the King in the Enterprize 
againft Venice, and of having fet the Crown of the King of Naples 
upon his own Head. The Duke gave very bold Anfwers to.all thofe 
Accufations ; fo that they found no Ground tocondemn him. ; onthe 
contrary, they guarded him with lefscare,and fuffered his Friends to 
feehim.

Pool’s 
Synopfis, created-a mighty defire iri many Learned: Foreigners to have’ 
the-whole tranflated into Latin ; bur the largenefs of the’ Volume, ' 
and the Author’s Stile; did, for’a long time, ‘deter any: Man" 
from Undertaking it: At laftt M. LeClerc, about r5 Years ago, began 
it, and laid it afide for fome time, that. he might follow his more: 
diverting Studies ; But, at the Importunity of his Friends, Reafiu- 
med-and Compleated it. He-complains of the Dr's’ Rough Stile” 
Ufelefs Syronimas, Needlef§ and Large Repetitions,’and therefore 
fays, hethoughr it to ‘foften’ his Harfh Expreffions, «and ‘to'retrench 
his Supetfluities; ‘comparing his Work ‘to'a thick and’ dark-Forreff,

{6 Greata Man. ‘This Method, M. Le C/erc thinks, ought’ to be 
followed: in Reprinting other Works,. left the Mittakes of ‘Modern 
Writdrsy (by ay careleis. Tranfcribing the Paflages. of the ;Ancients, 
fhould -impofé upon the Unexperienced and soung Reader. And 
whereas fome might. object that it was dcarcely worth while to 
beftow fo much Pains in tranfcribing an Englifh Writer, who in fo 
many things agrees with Grotiuvs.. It isanfwered, That befidesthe 
many things added by the Learned Edie, which perhaps no Body 
elfé hasthought on, there are not a few in /dammromd, which neither 
Grotius nor fhy elfe has mentioned ; and many times he’ enlarges 
what Grotims had faid, and confirms it by new Arguments 
He obférves, That,as tothe Points of Divinity, Dr.. Hammond iol-. 
lows the Remonttrants, efpecially as to the Heads of Predeftinaion 
and Grace, but for particular Paflages, he moftly. agrees. with Gro- 
tius, yet blames,him for having, fometimes followed his. Copy. but 
forrily,.and at other. times for diflenting from him without any good 
Reafon.However,he allows that Dr! Hammond comes next to Gratis, 
but adds, at the fame time, That he falls very much fhort. of him. 
He. frequently Criticizes upon® Hammond's Thoughts, and.Exa- 
mines his Quotations. by the Originals, by which he hath diftover'd 
abundance of .the Printer’s, Faults, efpecially.in Numbers., and not ’ 
a.few.of,the Dr’s in quoting upon the Credit of others, both as.to 
the. Places,and Senfépand Saag See in. Matthew xxiv. 4, - 
XxVij. 15. Ads xwij. 22, Kxij. 15.. Epb. v.32. 1 Epift. St. Foba 6. 
and diverfe other Places. Sometimes he reprehends him for giving 
a particular Senfé.to certain Greek Words, contrary. to the common 
ufe.of thofe Words.in Greek Authors, wherein he. thinks the Dr. 
was not very wellread.; And that he had learned. his’Greek sather. 
in fiudying, the.E i bed know their Sentiments, than to.dive into 
the Niceties of. nguage. 'tis, fays he, thatthe Dr 
often Mittakes in his Grammatical..Ditcuffions,. in which he, is very. 
frequent ;. for his Notes, he fays, generally {peaking, are sather 
Critical than Eheological, Inftgad, fays.he, of confulting,the Mean- 
ing of tholé Words, which: canmot be well underitood,..but by .a. 
long and attentive Reading of Authors, he often confulted his 
own Reafon, and fome Antient Gloflaries, which he did not always 


underitand well, and therefore fometimes corrupted them, in’at- 
tempting to comet them.

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We come now to give fomeSpecimens of M. Le Clere’s Animad- 
vetfions, and fhall begin with Matthew vij.

and afterwards wrote againft the Latins; Beffarion a Cardinal, who 
fincerely embrac’d the Union with, the . Zains, and maintained it 
in his Writings tothe laft; and George Scholarius, who alfo: wrote in 
favour of the: Larins. RAR era ig 

The Sixth Chapter treats of the Councils held in thisGentury. There 
were but few Provincial or National Councils held, the Church being 
then divided by Schifins,and bufied in attending upon theGeneralCoun- 
cils already mention’d. The moft Remarkable of the Provincial Coun- 
cils with their Decrees, our Author takes notice of, and are Tenonly, © 
Viz. The Councils of Oxford in the Year 1408. for putting a ftop 
to the Errors:of Wicklef of Salzburg in 14203 of Colen in 1423;

And herein he feems to be an 
kien Hiftorian, difflembles nothing of the Proceedings and hard 
Ufages offer’d to them by the Catholicks, and fairly reprefents their 
Opinions, which through the Prejudice of Education or for fome o- 
ther caufe he ispleas’d to Stile Errors, From Wicklef, Hu/s:and Ferom of 
Prague, we may jultly date the Dawnings of our happy and Glorious 
Reformation. tho’ it did not break out to a perfet Day till Lurher’s time 5 
May it at laft arrive to -its Aferidian Splendor.. But to return; Du Pin 
begins his Account with John Wicklef Dr. and Divinity-Profeffor in 
the Univerfity of Oxford, and Rector of Lutterworth in the Diocefs of 
Lincoln, who Flourifhed with good Reputation in that Univerfity, un- 
tll the Diflentions between the Monks and the Seculars, by which 
he was oppreffed, and Engaged to declare againft the Intereft of the 
Pope and the Church. It feems he was.no contemptible Perfon, being 
chofen Head of a College, which place he was forc’d to: refign by 
the Sentence of Simon Langham Archbithop- of Canterbury, and of 
Pope Urban V. This put him Writing and Preaching againft 
the Church of Rome, and 24 of his Propofitions. were condemn’d ini a 
Conncil held at London, 10 as Heretical, and ‘14 as. Erroneous,

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London. againft his, Followers, Wherein 18 Articles drawn out of the 
Trialogue of Wicklef. were condemned.; and inthe Year 1.408.. Thomas. 
Arundel Archbifhop.of Canterbury utterly extirpated. the Herefie (as 
Du Pin calls it). of Wicklef, by. the Conftitutions. which he made ‘in a Sy- 
nod held at Oxford. .Notwithftanding this, the Books of Wicklef: be-. 
in carried into. Bohemia by Peter Payn,, one of his. Difciples, -fpread 
fo’ much in the Univerfity of Prague, that. Shynke Archbifhop of: 
that City made two Orders againift thereadiag of them. John Hu/s 
an able Preacher, and Chaplain in the Church of the Holy Innocents 
called Bethlebem, being a Man of great repute in the Univerfity of 
Prague, foon perf{waded them that the Archbifhop’s firft Order di- 
rected to them, was an Infringement of their Liberties and 
Privileges. Upon this they appeal’d to. the Pope,..their appeal. 
was receiv’d, a Bull granted to the Archbifhop commiffioning him 
to hinder the fpreading of thefe Errors in his Province, and by vir- 
tue of this Bull he condemn’d. the Writings of Wicklef and proceeded: 
againft four Doctors, who had not brought to him the .Copies which. 
they had of them. Notwithftanding thefe and other proceedings 
John Hus keeps firm to his Opinions, writes in Vindication of them, 
and goes to the Council of Conffance. to jultify. himfelf. But tho? he 
had the Emaperor’s Paf$-port for his Safe Conduét, yet he was firft clap>d: 
up in Prifon, then a Procefs wasdrawn. up againft him; and he was 
Condemn’d, without being admitted to explain himfelf, or to.fpeak 
any thing in his Defence, and afterwards was burnt alive in the Sub- 
urbs of Conffance. This is the Account which Du Pix, gives of him,

Having 
difpatch’d thefe particulars,he paffesfrom the Noachical to the Abraha- 
‘mic Oceconomy, the Third and laft part of the Patriarchal Difpenfarion ; 
and herein he informs us of the feveral Stepsand Advances that were 
made in it; of the Nature of the Covenant which God made with 
Abrabam, and particularly of the Nature and Defign of Circumcifion; . 
_ fhews that, under this Difpenfation Altars were erected, Tithes paid, 
Ceremonial Luftrations and Purifications made, and. fein ty 
‘or right, of Marrying the Brother’s Widow. began to be prattifed. 
After this. he treats of Polyganty and Concubines, (which. he calls 
Secondary. Wives) offers three reafons'to juitifie this practice at that 
time, and tells us that the Law of Papal agg then prevailed, 
as appears in the inftances of fan an Reuben, though by their own 
fault they divefted themfelves of, that priviledge.)
